YESTERDAY, the combined force of the PvdA and 
GroenLinks parties unveiled their governance program, 
placing a significant emphasis on the idea that “Caribbean 
Netherlands is no longer second-class,” asserting that the 
islands in the Caribbean should no longer be treated as 
Dutch citizens of a lower category.

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RECENT research conducted by Omdia predicts that 
TikTok’s dominance among short-form video apps is set to 
propel the company’s advertising revenue to unprecedented 
heights, potentially surpassing the combined ad revenues of 
Meta (formerly Facebook) and YouTube by 2027. 


Omdia’s projections indicate that TikTok’s ad revenue, which 
stood at $13 billion in 2022, is poised to skyrocket to a stag- 
gering $44 billion by 2027. Simultaneously, TikTok’s Chinese 
counterpart, TikTok Douyin, is expected to witness an even 
more remarkable surge, with its ad revenue soaring from 
$28 billion in 2023 to an astounding $76 billion in 2027. 
Together, these figures imply that TikTok could command a 
substantial 37% share, accounting for approximately $120 
billion, of the estimated $331 billion in online video adver- 
tising revenue projected for 2027. This projection signifi- 
cantly surpasses the expected combined contribution of 
YouTube and Meta, which are anticipated to comprise 24% 
or around $77 billion of the total online video ad revenue at 
that time. 


These forecasts signify a significant jump from TikTok’s 
2022 share of 22% out of the total $189 billion in online 
video ad revenue. In contrast, YouTube’s video ad revenue 
is predicted to grow from $28 billion in 2022 to $38 billion 
by 2027, and Meta’s from $30 billion to $39 billion over the 
same period. However, their respective market shares, which 
currently stand at 15% and 16% in 2022, are expected to 


dip to 12% each. 


Maria Rua Aguete, Senior Director in Omdia’s Media and 
Entertainment practice group, noted that “Advertisers 
are beginning to move away from META and YouTube and 
towards TikTok to reach their vast follower base.” 


In a significant milestone, TikTok recently surpassed Netflix 
to become the second most popular app in the U.S., with 
only YouTube retaining its number one position for viewers 
under 35 years old. Aguete highlighted that “consumers 
spent more than half an hour on TikTok in 2022,” indicating 
the platform’s burgeoning popularity. 


One key attraction for advertisers is TikTok’s resonance with 
the young consumer demographic, traditionally challenging 
to engage through traditional linear TV. Omdia anticipates 
TikTok’s efforts to replicate its success with ecommerce 
integrations from China to extend to other regions in Asia- 
Pacific through partnerships with regional ecommerce enti- 
ties. 


TikTok’s ascent in the advertising industry underscores 
its effectiveness as a platform offering an extensive audi- 
ence reach. Despite privacy concerns and national security 
debates surrounding the app, TikTok’s meteoric rise in ad 
revenue is undeniable, presenting a formidable challenge to 
established digital advertising giants.

IN a significant move to combat environmental degrada- 
tion and illegal land occupation in the Amazon rainforest, 
the Brazilian government has embarked on its most exten- 
sive operation yet to remove thousands of cows owned by 
illegal land grabbers from indigenous territory. This oper- 
ation, codenamed “Eraha Tapiro” or “Ox Removal” in the 
language of the Assurini Indigenous people, is a bold step 
towards reclaiming the Ituna-Itatá Indigenous Territory, 
which had witnessed some of the worst deforestation and 
invasions during the previous administration under nation- 
alist Jair Bolsonaro. 


Under President Luiz Inácio Lula da Silva’s leadership since 
the start of the year, Brazil has pledged to curtail environ- 
mental crimes, halt agricultural expansion, and target zero 
deforestation by 2030. The environment minister, Marina 
Silva, has initiated a series of operations aimed at ousting 
illegal miners and ranchers from indigenous territory and 
other public lands under state protection. 


The operation involves three helicopters, a dozen vehicles, 
and a heavily armed team of police and environment rangers. 
However, criminal gangs sought to thwart the cattle drive by 
setting fires along the route, destroying bridges, and intimi- 
dating drivers. 


The deforestation of Ituna-Itatá was orchestrated by a 
powerful gang with political influence during the Bolsonaro 
presidency. This operation is not only a crucial environ- 
mental effort but also a symbol of Brazil’s determination to 
combat organized environmental crime. 
Various federal agencies, including Ibama (the govern- 
ment’s main environmental protection agency), federal 


police, traffic police, the indigenous affairs agency, and the 
Chico Mendes Institute for Biodiversity Conservation, have 
joined forces to execute this operation. 


The Ituna-Itatá Indigenous Territory spans approximately 
142,000 hectares, roughly the size of Greater London, 
and was originally home to the isolated Igarapé Ipiaçava 
community. To defy the state’s prohibition against non- 
Indigenous people entering the area, local land grabbers, 
known as grileiros, invaded the territory, burning forests and 
introducing cattle. This encroachment escalated during the 
Bolsonaro presidency, making Ituna-Itatá the most defor- 
ested indigenous area in the entire Amazon in 2019. 


The operation has already targeted the Rocha farm, owned 
by Danilo José Barros Rocha, who illegally registered 400 
cattle on an 800-hectare area, of which 330 hectares were 
deforested. Despite orders to remove the cattle, Rocha failed 
to comply, resulting in hefty fines and the removal of his 
herd. 


The operation’s success hinges on the confiscation of cattle, 
which forms the economic backbone of land grabbers, ulti- 
mately diminishing their political influence. While the oper- 
ation is a significant step, enforcement and compliance 
remain challenging, as many land grabbers often go unpun- 
ished for ignoring environmental fines. 
As federal agents proceed with the removal of the remaining 
5,000 cows from indigenous land, the operation serves as 
a crucial milestone in Brazil’s ongoing battle to protect the 
Amazon and its indigenous territories from illegal activi- 
ties that threaten both the environment and the indigenous 
communities who call it home. 


Brazil Launches 
Massive Operation 


To Reclaim Amazon Indigenous Territory 
from Illegal Cattle Farms 
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IN a remarkable operation demonstrating the dedication of 
Antarctic programs to the well-being of their team members, 
an Australian who had fallen seriously ill while stationed in 
Antarctica has been successfully evacuated from the icy 
continent and is currently en route to the Tasmanian capital, 
Hobart. 


The individual in question was part of a team of approxi- 
mately twenty researchers and support staff stationed at 
the isolated Casey station. Casey is one of three Australian 
research stations located in the vast and desolate landscape 
of the Antarctic region. These stations serve as hubs for 
scientific exploration, environmental research, and moni- 
toring activities. 


The critical situation unfolded when the man’s health took a 
severe turn for the worse last week. Recognizing the urgency 
of the situation and the need for specialized medical care 
beyond the station’s capabilities, authorities decided to 
initiate a challenging rescue mission. This mission involved 
deploying an icebreaker from the Australian Antarctic 
program to reach the remote station and retrieve the ailing 
Australian. 


The journey to reach the Casey station was no small feat. 
The icebreaker, specially equipped for navigating the treach- 
erous Antarctic waters, embarked on a voyage of over 3,000 


kilometers to reach the remote outpost. It took the vessel 
considerable time to traverse the icy expanses and reach its 
destination, which was approximately 150 kilometers from 
the research station. 


Upon the icebreaker’s arrival, helicopters were employed to 
facilitate the evacuation. These aircraft, specially adapted 
for operating in the extreme Antarctic conditions, safely 
transported the ailing man from the Casey station to the 
waiting icebreaker. 


The rescued Australian is now on board the icebreaker, 
where he is receiving the necessary medical attention and 
care. While the operation has been a resounding success, 
there are privacy considerations in place, which is why 
specific details regarding the nature of the man’s illness and 
his activities in Antarctica have not been disclosed. 


This successful evacuation operation underscores the 
remarkable logistics and commitment that underpin 
Antarctic research programs. The Antarctic environment is 
known for its harsh and unforgiving conditions, making any 
emergency operation a complex and challenging endeavor.

Ailing Australian Evacuated from Antarctica

Authorities stress that the 
damage inflicted on the Great Wall is irreversible and poses 
a significant threat to the structural integrity of this histor- 
ical monument and the preservation of cultural relics. 
The Great Wall of China, designated a UNESCO World Heritage 
site in 1987, stands as a testament to the remarkable engi- 
neering prowess and historical significance of China. Built 


and rebuilt over centuries, the best-preserved sections date 
back to the Ming Dynasty, spanning the 14th to 17th centu- 
ries. These sections attract tourists from around the world 
and are marked by beautifully constructed structures and 
ancient watchtowers. 


However, while some parts of the Great Wall remain well- 
preserved, others are in various states of disrepair. 
Shockingly, more than 30% of the Ming Great Wall has 
vanished entirely, with only 8% considered to be in good 
condition, according to a 2016 report by the Beijing Times. 
The degradation of the Great Wall is attributed to a variety 
of factors, including local farmers who have pilfered bricks 
and stones from the wall to build houses or animal pens. 
In response to this ongoing issue, the Chinese government 
has stepped up efforts to protect and preserve this histor- 
ical marvel. 


Despite previous instances of damage to the Great Wall, this 
latest incident has elicited widespread concern in China due 
to the immense historical and cultural importance of the 
structure, not only to the nation but to all of humanity. The 
incident serves as a stark reminder of the ongoing battle to 
preserve the world’s historical treasures for future genera- 
tions.
